"Barriers .ire said to exist between 
the rrcnoh and English students on 
account of tiioir different langtinKCS, 
but It would probably be seen that 
this is more predominant among the 
]i:nglish students than llic Krcnch. 
The Daily might also aid greatly by 
offering cncour.agenienl to features 
written in French etc. Several years 
ago the University of Montreal was 
admitted into Intercollegiate Hockey, 
largely as .a result of the efforts of 
the McGiU Athletic Board, and many 
good games were played between the 
English and French students. Unfor- 
tunately the University of Montreal 
were forced to drop out." 

"In conclusion I am sure that the 
French students would meet all ad- 
vances very cordially and would take 
advantage of every opportunity." 
Debating Union Will Help

"Having been somu six or seven 
I lines in Czcchoslovajf in, nnd liavltig 
been Ibero during the iiiuntliH of .liui- 
iiiiry and l<'cbruary of this year, t wish 
to express my Interest In two arlicloH 
Hint hitvn recently appeared In the 
Toronto Star Weekly. The one article 
was a satisfuctory, fullpiigo article 
on "Czechoslovakia ns the Heart of 
Kuropc," and gav* to the average Can- 
adian and atlracth'o rcprcscntatibn of 
the fact.s about the remarkable de- 
velopment ot this now progressive 
republic." 

"It gave C7.echosiovakla its proper 
setting among ISin-opcaii countries, 
and It spoke, as it should, about the 
great president Masasyk and his 
work in the creation ot the now state, 
part oC the ruins of the old Austria 
and Hungary. There was a previous 
article giving some breezy impres- 
sions of a hurried visit of a few days 
in Bohemia and in Prague. It caught 
something of the atmosphere ot Cze- 
choslovakia, but Is spoke superficially 
of many things. ; It said that the 
train services in Czechoslovakia wcro 
interior to those in Germany. I have 
never noticed that, although I have tra- 
velled in both countries. Besides Cze- 
clioslovalcia Is a bit of modern Europe 
and all the great International trains 
pass through there. And the trip 
from Dresden - toi Prague Is - one of 
th« finest In .Europe, through all the 
fine Bohemian scenery.

Elms in ^^Craduates 
Walk" Are Removed 



Poisonous Gases Destroy 
Memorial Trees 



HISTORY TRACED 



Sir William Dawson Began 
Planting in 
1855 



iMuny siudcnls are now mourning 
the fact that three large elms near 
tho Ivoddiek Gates must be removed 
owing to poisoning from gas escap- 
ing fi'oni leaking pipes. These trees 
form a part of tho "Graduates Walk", 
one of tlie most characteristic fea- 
tures of the campus for many jreara. 
The following history of the avenue 
of elms is taken from "The Trees of 
McGlll University", by Carrie M. 
Derlcli, emeritus Professor ot the 
University, which was publiished ~ln 
The McGiil News last December. 
Improvements of Ground. 

In 1855, when AVllllam Dawson 
arrived In Montreal, the grounds of 
McGiil were little more than an un- 
fenced common, used for pasturago. 
From the first, the Prlnclnal oegan 
tho .systematic improvement of the 
grounds, prompted not only by his 
lovo ot bc.iutlful trees, but by the 
hope that attractive grounds would 
create sufficient public intcrost in 
the college to render tho .s.alo or any 
of its land unnecessary. Native trees 
and shrubs were collected from the 
.Mountain or bought from country 
people, and many fine or rare speci- 
mens wcro nt various times given to 
the college.

Linguistic Lapses 

ATTEMPTS are continually being made 
to reform and make changes in cus- 
toms, habits and institutions, in order, for 
the most part, to simplify them for us. Is 
it not often that in these furtive attempts 
to simplify, that the outcome is singularly 
complex or destructive? Take for example 
the latest scheme for creation of a univer- 
sal language which has come to light in 
England. 

For many years now there has been a 
great deal of talk about forming a language 
which might be commonly used and under- 
stood by all people. The English tongue 
was most prevalent and so thoughts were 
turned towards making, it, or some form of 
it, universal. 

A solution has been suggested by 
Lloyd James Reader, teacher of phonetics 
in London University, W'ho is fostering a 
scheme to revamp English so that it can be 
easily learned and understood everywhere. 
'All that is needed according to Mr. Reader, 
is to put English on a phonetic basis. 

An example of > this is cited in his^ 
rendering of an excerpt " from Lincoln's 
Gettysburg address, 

- "It Is radhr for ue to be hecr dedlitaetcd to 
the greal taask remaenlng betor us; that from 
these onerd dcd wo taek Inkrcest devoeshon to 
that kause for which they gaev the laast lui 
mezhr ot devoeshon." 

An incident which arises to the mind 
'was told by a McGill professor in a Iccturé 
the other day. He related an experience he 
had in a school a short time ago. Here the 
teacher had the pupils keep a diary in 
which to express their everyday experi- 
ences and thoughts. When examining one 
of these he was especially taken not only 
with the data contained therein, but with 
the boy's spelling. Under the entry Hallo- 
ween he read, "We dukt for apis." 

It is a matter of some interest in view, 
of the above discussion to know that young 
members of this generation are making 
their own contribution to this universal 
language. 

Referring to this "Anglic" language 
the Washington P^gt says, 

"it Is easy to invent a, 'universal' language, 
but to have It ' accepted and used is quite a 
dlfCerent matter. The inventor of "Anglic" sug- 
goHt.s the use of a hybrid English In a form 
'iittl would hardly bo Intelligible to English- 
speakiiig people and that would only confuse 
foreigners attempting to learn the language. 

All attempts to create a hybrid tongue or 
to mutilate one of the existing languages in an 
effort to create a universal medium of expres- 
.sloi) uic lll-udvltiud. Knt'llsli In its own form is 
.spreading throughout the world, and it docs 
not need un unintelligible phonetic garb to 
make it a universal language. Those who ai-e 
leall.v interested in developing a form of speech 
^.writing that will bo understood evei-ywhere 
;cia,n accomplish moro by fostering tho use of 
English than by devising linguistic monstrosi- 
ties. ,. 
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The Annual Appeal 

«rvLD McGill 1931" is now in the process 
V-' of compilation. The editorial board is 
hard at work getting together a complete 
cro,ss-.section of undergraduate activities 
for the present session. The book last year 
— and so probably the present volume — 
contained features and articles which made 
•it >v'ell >y;or,th ,cheris^^ apart 
from t^ 'sentimental yâîu^ which natur- 
ally go with a .college year book. 

To get out a publication of 'this nature 
requires more than good, hard work. It de 
mands thought as to material, care as to 
details of edition, tact as to the handling 
of those .who are expected to contribute. 
'And when all these .things have been at 
tended to there then comes many weeks of 
the hardest of labor, in reading galley 
proofs, and in setting up a dummy.' 

Now among the contributi(ons'^pi4^^ 
McGill 1931" are numbered every member 
of every senior class in the university. Each 
man and woman is expected to submit a 
biogr.'iph.v and have a picture taken. Pro 
crastination may lead to dire results for 
the Board i.s even now preparing to sond 
biography, forma to the printer, and once Mojae uaii. 



FEAR 

Fear ot something or other soenis to b« as 
Inevitable in man as tho need for food. I^nlight- 
ened people, though they loolc down upon super- 
stitious fear, are too often afraid to admit of any 
definite understanding in any but tliolr choson 
line ot work. Many, when asked to glvo their 
opinion ot a musical ^umber they have lieard, will 
excuse themselves by saying that they do not un- 
derstand music. Fortunately musio is neither an 
onlgma nor a science, but a dh^t appeal to our 
feelings. The fact that it contains many technical 
words and phrases should n«ver frighten anyono, 
for they are necessarj' to musicians to facilitate 
self-explanation, and are not essential for the ap- 
preciation ot music, Tho reference to musio as a 
universal language has also been misconiprchcmlcd. 
Musio cannot pronounce definite sentences, but 
only suggests what It wishes to portray. Wo can 
follow tho sequence of tho story in a composition 
having once had it pointed out to us, but can 
rarely pick a story from a piece that wo have 
never heard before. Our individual appreciation oi 
a composition is in direct proportion to its appeal 
to ut. This is almost the only definite rulo that 
controls opinion, and even then Is regulated by our 
musical experience. Unfortunately there aro many 
who, are very hasty in making decisions. Sucii 
would Judge all classical music by the one or two 
concerts they have heard, and would condemn them 
as dull and uninteresting in comparison to the 
flimsy melodies that are popular for a short while, 
because they liave such "catchy tunes" and arc 
so simple. One must expect to find it necessary to 
adjust oneself to the more sedate miisic, but when 
this is done, a new world of charm Is opened for 
us. To the beginner, Beethoven Is dull, and only 
after hearing any particular selection of his a few 
Umea, do we find any interest in him, but having 
cultivated a tasto for good music, we find litUc 
can replace his majestic cadence, and' wonderful 
melody. People should try not to be afraid ot 
listening to music because it is classlcBl, and should 
furthermore not be afraid to call it beautiful be- 
cause they do not know the difference betwevn a 
sonata and a symphony, or because they ' cannot 
read music. Similarly they should not be afraid to 
express their dislike ot a ' twrtlcular place, and 
should above "all leaxn to know their individual 
preferences. Music is written so that all ean ap 
prectate it, but tho «xtent to which oach person 
benefits from it depends tipon himself.

SAVOY CHAPEL CHOIR 

The concert given by the Children of H. M. 
Chapel Savoy proved a very delightful change to 
the usual concerts that are heard on tlio campus. 
The singing was excellent, 'and was well worth 
listening to. Clear voices, very 'good diction, and 
fine musical technique make them outstanding 
among choirs of note. Tho trio sang with a tone 
balance that even surpassed that of the enttr« 
choir, and was second only to the soloist, whoso 
voice is of such' rich beauty, as is rarely heard In 
the city. The dramatic acUons of the singers at the 
end of their concert was a final surprise, that was 
none the less, highly meritorious.

'riioro has been a flood of, wiu- books that will 
find their way to the rubbish heap as all such plfHo 
win.. Utcraluro has to bo true to be laotlng, take 
Pilgrim's Progress for Instance. All those olhcrs 
wei-« made out on the typewriter which cannot 
portray a. man's real soul. Tho pen is tho mIghUcst 
thing, mightier than the sword. And this Is being 
written with a pen to show how earnest I am. 

Both tho pen and ttiîo 'sword are mighty things 
and if tho ono combines to support tho other, as 
I certainly am going to do, then such combination 
will be undefeatable. 

I think that there is one war book that has 
been written'' with a pen and It is "As Tou "Were" 
by Wilfred Benson (Hogarth Press, 7s Cd.) (Pub- 
lisliers please note). It Is tho most recent and at 
last gives tho truth therefore it wlU last. 

It shows the drabness and borodom of peace, 
a fact ot which we ore all aware only too forcibly, 
and portrays those lioctio spots which can only 
occur during war.

These waterpololsts - have let us down for throe 
years and I propose that a Naval O.T.C. be formed 
at McOin. .

■NVe must foster thé C.O.TiC. and gain control 
over thoughts and emotions of tho students. One 
excellent way of doing this is to ask tho President 
of the R.V.C. to be Honourary Major of the C.O.T.C. 
Expensive uniforms, public displays, parados, 
honours, awards and militari* balls are other 
popularisers. Trips to Ste. Marguerites and military 
banquets are not enough. 

Besides making happy students the C.O.T.C. 
make happy citizens. I am sure that many more 
would take active part In the C.O.'T.C. at McGill if 
they knew that service there meant that they 
would 1>« able to obtain their naturalisation papers 
without the formality of having to pay |300.

The C.O.T.C. are making happy citizens in 
other ways, rëally constructive. In a recent inter- 
view, ISinstcIn, and hè Is so great thnt his words 
cannot be disputed, no matter If wo cannot under- 
stand him, said, "The hammer that^tullds houses 
also breaks skulls." It A is B, then D must be A. 
Thtis 1 am sure he would ~'turn round the state- 
ment and say, "The hammer that breaks , skulls 
also builds houses." 

If there Is any need greater than (mother in 
our own social order it Is that' adequate houses be 
built for the people. Hero is a splendid work that 
the tJ.O.T.C. are doing. Their Honourary Major In 
his official capacity should now see to It that they 
build a new Gym. ^ 

But I would offer ono suggestion to the CO 
T.C. and that is that they develop a training carps 
for the Air Service. Disarmament Conferences aro 
doing their work nu matter how futile It is, for 
they never think of dlsarmll^g the' air. Winston 
Churchill says that a whole nation cini be wiped 
out In^nine hours from the air, While Stuart Chase 
tells us that the next war will only last two hours 
when conducted by the irl-aimVnsIonul airplane. 

Think of the advantage ot aiming more directly 
at the enemy people, in order, na the Field Service 
Reguliittdns have it, "to induce. them to force tltelr 
Qovernmenl to sue for peace."

Wo iigreo llisil tho choice of tin' 
Ivory Door nccdii no defence: It Is 
quilo iiidutcnalble. Milne's humour 
is quiet, 80 quiet yuu couldn't ,lienr H 
with a iitolhcscope. As for tho piny's 
"Indeflnitblc charm," the producers 
aro probalily aware tlint "Iiidcflntibic 
olinrin" In :in nncritlciil term com- 
monly used by thoso^wlio realty can't 
(:cu anything in a piny, ycl, feeling 
them must bn something In It or the 
author wonliln't have wrlîttm It, talto 
refuge In a non-committal redun- 
dancy. The producers are absoliitoly 
right: tlioro is nothing behind the 
Ivory Door, oven Pereival know tlint. 
It Is, in tho words of tho pla.v, "n 
talo lo rrightcii children, and should 
logically havo ended after tho first 
scene when It failed to frighten 
rerelval. AVhut a pity tho Players 
Club should wnslo their efforts— abil- 
ity 1m too strong a word — Is duplicat- 
ing tho good wol-k of Miss Strathy In 
her children's plays! 

It In tho avotycd purpose ot the 
Players Club to present modern au- 
thors to their public. n\it a. modern 
author Is not one who Is simply not 
dead. Milne is not a modern. Ills 
theme in tho Ivory Door Is as vener- 
able as the book ot Genesis. It Is a 
childly paraphrase of thq more out- 
ot-dato parts ot Bagchot's English 
Constitution, and hints darkly at th.-it 
most patent ot truths: "Tho Colonel's 
lady and Juiiy O'Crady aro sisters un- 
der tlie skill." To term this sort of 
stuff Drama Is to rob words ot their 
plain meaning. With all deference to 
the opinion of tho producers, the 
Ivory Door Is aneamic tripe. 

Bad as tho play intrinsically is from 
an addlt itoint ot view, something 
could have been made of it .by Intel- 
ligent staging. The essential atmos- 
phere of reverential awe and hoary 
tradition might have been achieved by 
the use of a few severe colours skil- 
fully contrasted, by ' subdued lighting 
and rickly dignified costumes. But 
what did we sec? Burlesque kings, 
glaring lights, and tawdry costumes 
hastily got tip for a Hallowe'en party. 
The, ivory door, tho focal point of tra. 
ditlonal fear, was covered with a 
crazy-quilt of a multi-coloured cur 
lain. Blac^ . should have I'^een used. 
The producers never heard ot the 
royal purple: they dressed their first 
king up like a clown, and the second 
In yellow. Tho other costumes show 
ed no distinction of class; and the 
stovepipe on the captain's head cap 
ped a ridiculous climax. Milno wrote 
a fairy tale, the Players Club provid- 
ed tho coloured illustrations.

Some en- 
Joyed It thoroughly, others only in 
part, but as part of . tho cultural life 
ot the university and tho vigorou.s 
output of a hoily of students It 
was not I tliln!% quito hucIi si 
wasli-iiut as .Mr. Lavliic scema to 
havo wanted U to I'c. Kvcu al- 
lowing ' for tho extraordinarily Bou'l 
acoustics of Moyao Hall, tho oituu- 
clailoii anil training In speaking ot 
the tiutol-s was excoedlnely good, there 
was munh loss i>t the' flatness of 
voi(!o lonti from which our speech so 
often suffers, and. to take a parti- 
cular case, the lovo scene (the lielo 
no:ro of tho self-conscious UngUsh 
speaking amateur actor) not only <lid 
not cause the usual uneasiness, but 
was. ono may suspect, actually .op-j 
joyed by those who had not yet boèii 
llirough that Ivoryi Door. 

Those approving views of Iho. per- 
formance are, of course, matters ot 
opinion. Other views could just na 
fairly bo offered. Tho play depend- 
ed far more on acting and sotting 
than "The Witch" or "The Insect 
I'lay".

In the Canadian Hostel in Paris there 
is somewhat ot a strained relation, I 
believe, a common bond being lack- 
ing." 

"In 1929 I saw the bringing togeth- 
er of four vcrj' antagonistic factions 
in the University of Vienna, tlie Na- 
tionalists, Socialists, Jews, Citholics 
and Militarists, made possible only by 
a common objective. 

In tho N.F.C.U.S. there Is at pre- 
sent a common ground upon which 
both Universities work as was seen 
in tho Empire Students' Conforenco 
In J9Î9." 

"It would be an admirable thing to 
begin such a rapprochment in tho or- 
ganising ot a Model Assembly of the 
League o£ Nationg. Jn Europe It is 
said, "What the student !• -thinking 
today, the statesman will put Into ef- 
fect tomorrow." 

"Let us have closer cooperation with 
the University of Montreal by all 
means. 1£ intelligently carried. It can 
result only in good for the students 
of both unlversllios." This was the 
viow advanced by Edmund Collard, 
J'resident of the English Literature 
Society" and member ot the Debating 
Union executive." Some of my most 
profitable and most pleasant hours 
have been spent with French friends.

Now that wo havo no pro 
fesHional Klagé, wo have lo turn -to 
the amateur stage for our X)Iays and 
thO icsull i.s tlial because \vc are 
starved oC professional work of tlie 
first class wo tend to be bitter about 
what wo arc offered. Wo bring to 
bear on amateur performance the 
critical guns we havo loaded for the 
professional, and I feel, Sir, the re- 
sult is unjust to the former. It not 
only perverts the proper function of 
criticism; It also unfairly handicaps 
amateur drama. 

The Players Club la, I take It, an 
.activity carried on by thoso who like 
acting and are Interested In the dra- 
ma as an art. It Avas not started to 
bring In box office receipts, to tltll- 
Kalo the appetito of a city which will 
not even buy Us own professional 
drama, or to . adverllso anything. It 
was not even meant to bo an Aunt 
Sally for toy critics. It Is tho flour 
Ishlng, hard working or enjoyable 
work of a group ot university slu 
Uenls.

Elms in "Graduates 

Walk" Arc Rcmovcil 



(Continued From Fage One) 
In 1853, a plan for laying out tho 
grounds and for tho conversion ot 
Sherbrooke Street into a boulevard 
with four rows of trees had bo^n 
submitted to tho University. But the 
passage of the main pipes ot tha rc- 
ser^'olr through the grounds and the 
planting of a central avenue mode 
this plan Impracticable. Therefore, 
a second plan for ihê develoiiment 
of the East sido of the campus was 
made, and work was for a time car 
ried on in accordance with It. Tlv 
Graduates' Society took an active In 
terest in the matter and began to 
plant the "Graduates' Walk". 
Elms Plantod. 
It was originally intended to havo 
an unbroken row of elms along each 
side of the avcnuo. An Inner row 
of silver or eott maples was planted 
at the same time, partly to protect 
the elms, and partly to afford shade 
before the elms could do so. It w.is 
intended in lime to remove the 
maples and havo an avcnuo of elms 
alone, but a few of th« latter died 
and were replaced by maples. Ono 
fino elm near the Chemistry Bu'ld- 
ing Is known as the "Founder's Tree" 
because It was cither planted or pre- 
served by Mr. JIcGlll. A stately 
tree near the top of tho avenue on 
the east side was planted by Lady 
Dawson Iri. 186S. ., .
